Dr. Robert Barany, of Vienna, After 
Fifteen M on th s of Captivity In 
Russia, Returned A s “ E x ­ 


change Invalid.” 


Vienna, July 28.—Entering the war 


aa a volunteer .surgeon little known 
outside the circle of specialists of his 
own class, Dr. Robert 
Barany, 
of 
Vienna, after fifteen months of cap­ 
tivity in Russia, has at last returned 
as an “exchange invalid,” to find him­ 
self famous as the Nobel prize winner 
in medicine. 
The knowledge which was the basis 
of his prize-winning book was gained 
chiefly as surgeon in Przemysl; the 
book itself was written in captivity; 
it has brought him 400,000 crowns in 
money; and it played no small part 
in securing his release from Turkes­ 
tan. 
The dramatic 
circumstances 
sur­ 
rounding his achievement have greatly 
heightened the effect of his return to 


his family. 
Nominally he was per­ 
mitted to leave Russia because he is 
'slightly lame from an affection of one 
foot, from w hfch he has suffered since 
a child. 
Actually, his unexpected dis­ 
tinction, plus the efforts 
of 
Prince 
Karl, of Sweden, went far to secure 
his exchange. 
Despite his lameness, 
Dr. 
Barany 
volunteered 
for 
service at the out 
break of the war, and was detailed as 
chief surgeon of the surgical depart 
ment of a hospital in Przemysl. It was 
while there, as he modestly explains, 
that he was “so fortunate as to dis­ 
cover a new' method for the treatment 
of head wounds,” a discovery that en 
abled him to cure a vastly greater per 
centage of cases than before. 
For 
four 
weeks 
after the fall ol 
Przemysl the Russian commander a1 
lowed the Austrian physicians to re 
main. 
Then in transports of about 
IOO they were sent to various parts ol 
Russia, many to Siberia, the surgeon 
and many others to Turkestan. Unlike 
many others, Dr. Barany on his re 
turn reported almost universally good 
treatm ent in captivity, treatm ent that 
included a sufficiency of decent food 
liberty not too restricted, and pleas 
ant professional relations with Kus 
sian commanders and colleagues. 
Dr 
Barany was given fairly ample oppor 
tunity to study to practice, and ti 
lecture on his specialty to Russia! 
and captive Austrian physicians.

The W a rsh ip Will Have a Displace- 
ment of 32,000 T o n s and Speed 
of 24 K n o ts A n H o u r— L a r g ­ 
er T h an British Vessels. 


Tokio, July 28.— It is reported that 


guns of 15-inch calibre may be mount­ 
ed on a superdreadnaught which has 
been ordered by the navy department 
and will be laid down in the Japanese 
naval yard at Kure. 
This ship w*as 
authorized at the last session of the 
Diet and she will be the largest bat­ 
tleship in the Japanese navy. 
She 
will be called the Nagato, after one 
of the provinces in Southern Japan. 
Although the official figures have 
not been announced, it is said the 
warship will have a displacement of 
32,000 tons and a speed of 24 knots. 
The displacement exceeds by 1,400 
tons that of the dreadnaught Yams 
shiro, which was launched at Yoko­ 
suka last November. 
Tile Lamashiro 
is about the same size as the United 
States 
superdreadnaught 
Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
If the announced figures prove ex­ 
act, the Nagato will be bigger than 
the celebrated Queen Elizabeth, of the 
British navy; more speedy than the 
Yamashiro by two knots, and faster 
than the Pennsylvania by three knots, 
although she could be outdistanced 
by the Queen Elizabeth. A feature of 
the proposed ship will be improved 
equipment for defense against tor­ 
pedoes. 
The question 
of 
main armament 
seems not yet decided. It is under­ 
stood that the 
navy 
favors 15-inch 
guns, but guns of this size have nev 
cr been made in Japan and it is like­ 
ly that they would have to be import­ 
ed from England. 
It is doubtful lf

The department 
has likew ise ar­ 
ranged for the construction of tw*o 
second class cruisers, each of 3,500 
ions, to be called Tenryu and Tat- 
mta. One will be laid down at Yo­ 
kosuka and the other at Saseho.

Easy Matter to Grow Crop, but A n­ 
other Thing to Sell— Pack In 
Attractive Manner. 


Tt is an easy matter to grow a crop 
rn 
strawberries, but quite another 
tiling to sell them profitably. 
Straw­ 
berries to sell must be packed carefully 
Iii boxes and placed on the market 
soon thereafter. 
Few towns are well supplied with 
strawberries during the strawberry 
season. Any individual who will plant 
one to five acres will find a ready mar­ 
ket for all his product at home. 
For 
home market strawberries should be 
very nearly ripe when picked; but for 
shipping they should be picked a little 
greener. 
It is an easy matter to pick a small 
area. but when several acres have to 
be tricked over every day. It is not 
so easy. 
Shortage of help is the main 
trouble. 
When picking for shipping a field 
should he picked every day, if possible, | 
hut for home market to pick over the 
same ground every other day is often 
enough. 
It is well to see that the 
boxes are well filled.

A Washington farmer has found the 
following a good scheme for killing 
Ii<•«» on hogs. 
Sot a round post iu 
tin* ground and leave it three feet 
above the ground. 
Funston a tin can 
on top. 
F'asten a large rope in the 
can and let it run out over the top 
down the post and run it round and 
round the post at the right height for 
the hogs to rub. 
PJR the can with 
kerosene. 
Soak the rope first with 
kerosene. 
The kerosene will follow 
the rope out over the can, and the 
hogs will do the rest. 
A good plan is to make a large 
shade near the filler. 
This should be 
large enough so that the sun will not 
shine on much of the ground and high 
enough so that a man can walk under. 
It can be made cheaply by setting 
posts in the ground and covering them 
with brush and old hay or straw. You 
won’t need any “hog wallow" with this 
arrangement.

Clip Affected Parts and W ash With 
Solution of Coal-Tar Dip— Re­ 
duce Feed of Animals. 


For horses and colts affected with 
mange the following treatment is rec­ 
ommended : 
Clip the affected parts 
and then wash with a 1-50 solution of 
coal-tar dip as often as found neces­ 
sary and each time of washing rub 
flowers of sulphur on the parts while 
the skin is yet damp. Slightly reduce 
the feed of the animals and see that 
they receive abundant exercise. 
To 
prevent a spread of the affection dis­ 
infect the harness and use whitewash 
freely In the stable.
